Minute No. 2 — Waste Management Regulations, 9VAC20-80, 9VAC20-101, and 9VAC20-170 Exempt
Final Rule (Rev. A09w), Definition of Disclosure Statement; Coal Combtisn Byproducts: Ms. Karen

G. Sabasteanski of the Office of Regulatory Affairs presented amendmeetgetal of the Board's
regulations necessitated by Chapter 27 and 348 of the 2009 Acts of Assembly. Ms. Gslbastpkined
that the definition of "disclosure statement" was being amended in the Solid M@asagement Regulations
(9VAC20-80), the Vegetative Waste Management and Yard Waste CompostingtRegul9VAC20-101)
and Transportation of Solid and Medical Wastes on State Waters Regulations2Z@\IAQ) to remove the
requirement that social security numbers of key personnel be provided.

Ms. Sabasteanski also explained that the Coal Combustion Byproducts Regulati@?2(®8%) was being
amended to require that the board not exclude or exempt from the definition of sobdwasy solid waste
permitting requirements the use, reuse, or reclamation of unamended coal combpstidadiyn an area
designated as a 100-year flood plain.

Based on the Board book material, staff presentation and Board discussion, tharizeamously adopted
the amendments to the Solid Waste Management Regulations (9VAC20-80) tVegbtaste Management
and Yard Waste Composting Regulations (9VAC20-101), Transportation of Solid and Mgdgtak on
State Waters Regulations (9VAC20-170) and Coal Combustion Byproducts Regulath®2@85); and
authorized publication of the amendments.
